in tho national convention to act in cftso of tho 
ahscnco ot tho dcloguto, shall be elected in t!; e 
same menncr and at the sarao time as tho dele- 
gate is elected. 


All notices of contests must bo tiKd with the 


national committee iu writing, accompanied 
by printed statement* of the grounds ot con- 
tests which shall be made public. 
Preference 


in tho order of hearing and determining con- 
tests will bo civea by the convention in nccord" 
anco with tho dates of filing of such notices 
and statements with the national committee.

Mayor Hewitt, of New York, has made 


bis annual message the vehicle tor the 
expression ot some sound and suggestive 
views upon taxation, which be has set 
forth in such, a wny as to make them 
likely to attract attention.
